W a s h i n g t o n , July 
24 —The recently 
published reports of the Indian agents for 
the last year show how bid tho manage­ 
ment of the To loin Bureau has been. The 
treatment has been severe on friendly and 
unfriendly tribes alike. 
The Ute?, who 
r hive been traditionally the friends of the 
white man ia the West, have been sn ime- 
fully maltreated. 
Their case is illustrative 
of the mismanagement of the bureau. Last 
year a treaty was nude with them, by 
which they were to go on a reserva­ 
tion 
selected 
by 
themselves 
in 
Northern New Mexico. 
Instead they were 
taken to Colorado. 
The agent, in a rep »rt 
from this reservation, says: “ An unusual 
number of India is have been off their res­ 
ervation. Tuero are several reasons for 
thi9. 
None of their annuity goods, and 
but part ot their supplies have reached 
this ageocy during the year. Goods pur­ 
chased nine mouths ago are still ut the 
railroad 
depot, 175 miles away. No 
clothing, 
blankets, 
teats, 
or 
uten­ 
sil of auy kind have been issued at this 
agency for nearly two years; no flour ex 
cept once, fifteen pounds to a family, for 
several months. 
The Iuvliaus have bad 
this diflciency to make up as best they 
could.’’ The agent remarks that very little 
progress has been made in civilizing these 
Lies. The department prohibited the sale

to 
those 
Indians, 
but 
they

guns 
which they used to kill game. 
The same 
agent says that most of the indians on the 
reservation when taken sick die, and tlais 
is explained by the next remark, that no 
physician has been furnished the reserva­ 
tion. it is this same tribe of Utes who 
have been additionally imposed upon late­ 
ly, and who are now complained of as be­ 
coming hostile.

To the Worthy Citizen# of Capron and 1 1- 
cinity:—Having, since the great sensation 
in Chicago—the hanging ct Sherry aud 
Connolly,—heard sundry citizens of Ca­ 
pron and vicinity express a strong desire 
to witness some such tragedy, I have con­ 
cluded to gratify their lust for the horrible 
by committing suicide, by shooting my­ 
self through the forehead, on the evening 
of the *23i lust., at Thornton hall. The 
price of admission to this real tragedy will 
be $1, and the fund that may be realized 
thus 
shall 
first 
be 
applied 
to 
my 
burial 
expenses, 
aud, should 
auy surplus remain, it shall lie Invested in 
the work9 of Darw in, Tyndall, aud Hux­ 
ley, and the same shall be presented to the 
town library in my name. 
My reason for 
thus putting a period to my Hie is that I 
have endured the manifold miseries of ex­ 
istence as long as I desire to, and my only 
wish now is to plunge into the eternal, 
soundless, lifeless gulf of unconsciousness. 
The death of the body is the annihilation 
of the m an; and annihilation is eternal 
peace. Before destroying myself, I shall 
read my auditors and death witnesses an 
original lecture, In which I shall justify 
suicide. lo all seriousness, 
G. VV. B u r l e ig h . • 
The notice attracted great attention, but 
everybody thought it was a joke. Thorn­ 
ton nail, however,contained loo persons at 
the hour announced tor the lecture, each 
having paid $1 for admission. 
The audi­

1 large blanket had been placed in the ser­ 
pent's cell for him to sleep upon. 
One 
morning the keeper found that the blanket 
had di&uppeared. 
Search 
was 
made 
ihrongaout the cage, but without success. 
At the same time the snakes body 
had 
swelled to the thickness of a good sized 
sapling, lie had swallowed the blanket. 
But 
the 
blanket wouldn't 
digest, 
aud 
the 
snake 
became 
sicker 
than lie fore. 
In this manner he lolled 
around like a wan dyspeptic tor over four 
weeks. Finally the blanket wa! dlscharg 
id by natural causes, 
immediately the 
snake began to improve. The swelling in 
his body gradually dwiudleii down and he 
grew larger and fatter than before, till the 
box became too small to hold him. The 
keeper then removed him to a larger case. 
Ile ate like a gormand, and at times fuund 
room for two and three times the custom­ 
ary quantity of food. The blanket acted 
as a sort of medicine upon his stomach and 
cleaned him out entirely. Now be is fif­ 
teen lect long, eighteen inches in circum­ 
ference, and is the healthiest boa constric­ 
tor of the lot. A change of color was the 
only visible effect on the blanket.

the microscope it showed that it had be­ 
come a little worn by being rubbed in the 
anitual s stomach. It came out undigested 
and was carefully packed away iu the su­ 
pt rintendent’s private cilice, where it cow 
lies.

the irregular, jagged edges; here beautiful 
trees, aud there none at all. 
Supposing 
you had two uniform rows ol trees of good 
growth throughout the whole extent, aud 
supposing you extended the curb ten or 
twelve feet further into the street, and put 
there a second row of trees, and cultivated 
greeu grass, uoder them all, when you get 
your cow ordinance in force, as I under­ 
stand you will, and remove your fences, 
what would you have? Why! instead of 
even the poorest oi your citizens living on 
the edge of a pig pen, they would live in a 
park! (Here the old gentleman laughed 
heartily and continued:) And this reminds 
me of another thing: They all have i t ! All 
have to go through with it! comes as reg­ 
ular as cutting teeth or cauke-rrash in 
children.

O .G .—Oh, yes, ye9 ; oh, yes, but you'd 
come through all.right! Nothing danger 
ous, only it has to corno. 
But is it not 
strange though. I saw something in your 
paper about bull-thistlcs, and the val >r ol 
some ot your aldermen iu exterminating 
them, 
but 
nothing about 
mayweed 
Only think of it! Why, a g >od sturdy bull- 
thistle with its prickly leaves and pink 
blossoms, would be really ornamental on a 
lawn ; but mayweed ! Why,it never lb u i- 
ishes anywhere but in hog-pens, around 
vacant houses, or in neglected dooryards * 
It is the symbol of filth, desolation and de­ 
cay !

What reason is there why a village or city 
should not be kept as fresh aud green as a 
country road ? 
[We were glad the old gentleman had not 
seen some of our country roads where the 
weeds grow close up to the hubs ot patting 
wheels as high as the backs of the horses!

Take your Court House park. what 
splendid grounds and what a magnificent 
building you have there; but don’t you see 
that a few circular walks would greatly 
improve it ? Or evju ii you let a pair of 
horses with a scraper run awny in it it 
would improve it.
